Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AEPA (pre-AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 1- are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by anticipated by 
Sevan etaL 9 U.S. Patent 6,463,301 ("Bevan"). 

As pertaining to claim 1, Bevan teaches a method of distributing communications 
established by radio-communication terminals within a geographic cell of a radio- 
communication network (see Bevan, abstract), said geographic cell being sub-divided into at 
least two geographic sectors (see Bevan, Fig. 3), characterized in that it comprises a step of 
modifying, by rotation, the orientation of the sectors within said cell. See Bevan, Fig. 3, and col. 
5, lines 19-38. 

As pertaining to claim 2, Bevan teaches that the modification step in his method includes 
the reconfiguration of at least one network of smart antennae or the mechanical rotation of 
transmission/reception antennae, each of the antennae or beams being associated with one of said 
sectors of said cell. See Bevan, col. 5, line 19-col. 6, line 64. 

As pertaining to claim 3, in Bevan 's method the modification step is only implemented if 
at least one command criterion for the rotation is satisfied. See Bevan, col. 7 lines 15-41 . 

As pertaining to claim 4, in Bevan 's method one of the command criterions for rotation is 
that the number of links established in at least one of the sectors (or on the cusp of that sector) is 
greater than a predetermined number of links. See Bevan, col. 7 lines 15-41. 

As pertaining to claim 5, in Bevan 's method the rotation is only implemented by the 
modification step if the number of links established in at least one of said sectors is less than the 
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predetermined number of links. See Bevan, col. 7 lines 15-41, Bevan 's method would not move 
it's sectors and neglect a mobile station in need of a link. 

As pertaining to claims 6, Bevan 's method includes the following steps: 

detection of the sector or sectors of said cell for at least one command criterion is 
satisfied (see Bevan, col. 7 lines 15-41); 

selection, from among the desired sector or sectors, of one sector ijn accordance with a 
first predetermined strategy (see Bevan, col. 7 lines 15-41); 

determine of a sector, from among the sectors adjacent to said selected sector, in 
accordance with a second predetermined strategy (see Bevan, col. 7 lines 15-41); 

modification, by rotation, of the orientation of the sectors of the cell through one 
predetermined angular step, from said selected sector towards said determined adjacent sector in 
a way that creates new sectors within said cell (see Bevan, col. 7 lines 15-41); 

detection of new sector(s) of said cell for which at least one tracking criterion relating to 
said selected sector is satisfied (see Bevan, col. 7 lines 15-41); 

if no new sector is detected then a new position is established for the sectors. See Bevan, 
col. 7 lines 15-41. 

As pertaining to claim 10, Bevan describes a device for the distribution of 
communications established by radio-communication terminals, within a cell of a radio- 
communications network, characterized in that it implements means of modifying, by rotation, 
the orientation of the sectors of said cell. See Bevan, col. 5, line 19-col. 7, line 41.
